REGISTER THE OPPICTAL BOOK-KEEPER OF THE GOVERNMENT.
The register is the offiuial book-keeper ¢f the govearnment, and no money can
lawlully go into of out of the treasury unless upon warrants passing through the
regiater's office, and yet a secretary of the treasury ordered the register to change
his offici i1 statements to congress and enforoed the order against the protest of the
regiater, the changes involving many milliona of dollars nnd covering & long serics
of yenrs, The register’s duty to make full and trathtul offieial statements is as old
us the government, while statementa from the office ot tha weoretary in this regard
were never issued until 1870, the bureau taking charge of that aubject not having
been actually established till & comparativaly recent period, and not having been
recognized by law till 1875, by what is known as the Kallogg amendment to an ap-
propriation bill, March 3, 1875, .
DIFFERENCES IN SEORETARY'S AND REGISTER'S STATEMENT OF THE PUBLIO DENT.

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LARGE INOREASE IN THE STATEMENT OF THE PUBLIC DEBT,

This table is taken from the official inance reporta of 1870 and 1871, and
makes a comparison between the secretery’s and the register's statements for the
various years named. The secretary's table, which appears in the finance report for
the first time in 1870, shows a large inorease of the puble debt over the statement of
the regist¢r's. In 1870, by order of the seoretary, the register's offics went baok
nearly forty yeara and changed the statement for each year from 1833 to 1870,
largely increasing the amonut of the publio debt statement; for the year 1862, $10,-
000,000 in round numbars; for the year 1883, $20,000,000; for 1804, §75,000,000, while
for 1865, 1806, 1867 and 1568 there is & total decreass of about 25,000,000, and an in-
orease for 1809 of 200,000,000, and for 1870 of 894,000,000, or nearly $100,000,000 in
sach of the latter years, Notwithstanding thess large differences betwsen the
statemants of the secrotary and register in the official reporta of 1870, the flnance
report of 1871 as made to copgress is found to contain agreeing Statementas from the
seoretary and the register by the register changing and incressing his amountasoas
to correspond with those of {he secrstary, and these changes snd increases still
exist. It isa fact well established that all officisl reporta to congress made previous
to 1870 by the secretary and register sabstantially agree, and were many millions
leas than as now reported in the finance reporta.
